AUSTRALIAN DENTISTS AT WAR 
by M. Don Clawson, D.D.S 








DURING A MONTH'S visit to Aus- 
tralia recently, on my way home 
from Syria,’ | was especially im- 
pressed with how much the Aus- 
tralian dentists know about us and 
how little we Americans know 
about them.

new plant completed about a year 
ago, and the fine dental establish- 
ment in Sydney is now three years 
old. Each state in the Common- 
wealth has its own dental society. 

Attention, of course, at this 
moment is focused on the Aus- 
tralian Dental Corps, which is 
functioning most effectively be- 
cause of superior dental training 
every member has received in the 
past. The Australian Army Dental 
Corps. like the Army itself, is 
divided into an Overseas Depart- 
ment functioning with the A.I.F. 
abroad and a section that serves 
training camps and defense units 
maintained on Australian soil. 
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The Australian System of Dental Education is unique in the 
world. Roughly it is as follows: After a prep-school education 
somewhat similar to our high school, the applicant for dentistry 
spends one year in the basic sciences then enters the four years’ 
course in dentistry, during the first year of which he completes 
the basic sciences. After four years of training which is a com. 
posite of most that is desirable in the American and European 
systems, the applicant is, if found qualified, granted the Degree 
of Bachelor of Dental Science (B.D.S.). This degree allows the 
holder to practice dentistry anywhere in the Commonwealth of 
Australia. But privileges for growth and advancement in his 
profession are denied him, if he is satisfied with this degree, 
Therefore, few are content to remain Bachelors of Dental 
Science, and every facility for postgraduate work is made avail. 
able by each state government of the Commonwealth. 

Membership in the state and federal societies, attendance at 
the regular meetings of these societies and a certain number of 
hours spent in post graduate work qualify the holder of the 
B.D.S. degree, after at least three years of practice, to appeal 
for an examination before his State Board for the Degree of 
Master of Dental Science. The applicant must offer a typewritten 
copy of an appointed thesis to each member of the Examining 
Board as well as pass a practical and written examination 
offered by a Second Examining Board selected from the Masters 
of Dental Science in his state. If in the opinion of the two 
;xamining Boards the applicant is deemed worthy he is granted 
the M.D.S. degree. 

After at least five years (following graduation) of successful 
practice and continued attendance and activity within the dental 
societies and, after a full term of postgraduate study, preferably 
abroad, a Master of Dental Science may offer an original thesis 
on a selected phase of dental science or research printed and 
bound in book form to the examining board of his state. If the 
thesis is acceptable the applicant is asked to appear before the 
Board for his final examination which, if successful, wins for 

him the most coveted honor in Australian dentistry, the Degree 
of Doctor of Dental Science (D.D.Sc.). 

The Australian System of Dental Education might not be 
practical in other and older countries but it has proved satis- 
factory in Australia. “Out of justice to a great idea and a grand 
croup of dentists, does it not behoove our American dental 
colleges to refer each Australian application for postgraduate 
work here to the Australian Federal Examining Board for 
classification before offering our own Doctor’s Degree for only 
a years work,” asks Doctor Clawson. 
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Without exception, however, the 
fficers of the Dental Corps are 
olunteers and are ready to serve 
anywhere their country demands. 
There is keen rivalry for posts with 
he ALF. abroad where the fight- 
ing is hardest. Therefore, the 
jficers in charge of the Dental 
Corps must use tact and good 
judgment in making their appoint- 
nents. Oficers in the Australian 
Army are almost voted to their 
mositions by the voice of their fel- 
low oficers and men. There are no 
round pegs in square holes. Pro- 
motions are made on proved abil- 
ity only. There is no “old school 
tie,” family influence, or political 
spoils system in the Dental Corps 
of the A.L.F. 

The Dental Corps, like the Army, 
is divided into as many commands 
as there are states in the Common- 
wealth although there is complete 
harmony and cooperation of all 
commands. | had the pleasure of 
‘isiting most of the dental instal- 
lations of the Eastern Command 
Headquarters at Sydney, N.S.W.., 
with the Director, Colonel Frank 
Marshall. He is a veteran of the 
lat war and was, at the end of the 
war, Senior Officer of the Aus- 
tralian Army Dental Corps. Colonel 
Marshall has a_ well-organized 
Corps under his command with 
well-equipped clinics in all the 
Fastern Command Training Camps 
and an efficient clinic for special 
service, directed by Captain Green 
at Victoria Barracks, Sydney. 
Colonel Marshall’s greatest need 
is motorized dental ambulances to 
carry dental service to the hun- 
dreds of new defense camps that 
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have sprung up along Australia’s 
almost endless coast line. With the 
unfortunate loss of so much 
equipment by the A.I.F. abroad 
the Army dental supplies at home 
have naturally been depleted, but 
by greatest economy and clever 
management Colonel Marshall and 
other home commands are carrying 
on. 

Despite unbelievable handicaps 
and almost insurmountable diffi- 
culties, the Dental Corps of the 
Australian Imperial Forces have 
come through with flying colors 
and are still out on every front, 
chins up and fighting in keeping 
with the best traditions of the in- 
domitable Aussies, those valiant 
cousins of ours, who never have 
and never will know defeat. Again 
and again the Dental Corps of the 
A.I.F. working in the front lines in 
Libya, in Greece, and in Crete, and 
not miles behind them, have lost 
all their equipment. Many of the 
officers have lost their lives, but 
those remaining close their ranks 
and work on with a courage in 
which we as a nation of dentists 
now at war can not only take pride 
but seek to emulate. Our colleagues 
in Australia need equipment, mo- 
torized equipment, to replace their 
losses. They need more than their 
factories can supply. Of all their 
allies, only we can help them. Let 
us not fail them. Our Government 
has its hands full now in equipping 
our own Dental Corps, ashore and 
afloat, so that they will be ready 
for action when they arrive at the 
front. But here is a task that we, 
the practicing American dentists, 
can and must do and do quickly. 
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We must give money and effort to forces, let us send the Australian 
equip motorized dental units and Army dentists the tools and rest 
see that the Australians get them in assured they will be well-appre.

that there are many, many grue- 
some details left out for her sake. 
I saw the evacuation of Greece and 
Crete from friendly shores with 
agony in my heart and tears in my 
eyes, and I assure you Colonel Fin- 
nie’s letter only hints at the terror 
and savagery, as well as the hero- 
ism, of this second Dunkirk. I now 
turn you over to Colonel Finnie, 
who wrote this letter May 8, 1941, 
while recuperating in Egypt:” 
ok a > 

I never thought I would be able 
to write to you again so soon. But 
here I am in my old room having 
a few days’ rest after a bitter and 
tragic experience. I sent a cable to 
you as soon as [ arrived in Egypt 
so that you would know I was safe. 
No doubt you have read a lot in the 
papers of what happened. I could 
enlarge on it quite a lot but at pres- 
ent I am just flat out and trying to 
recover a bit of sleep and peace of 
mind. I weighed myself this morn- 
ing and in my clothes go 11 stone 
12 pounds, which is a convenient 
weight if I can maintain it, but to 
lose too much in about three weeks 
is a bit of a shock. 

I arrived here yesterday morn- 
ing. and the welcome was over- 
whelming. Everybody has been so 
kind and thoughtful. There has 
been a shower of clothes, socks, and 
every conceivable article of person- 
al equipment from everybody. I got 
back from Greece with just the 
clothes I wore and my webbing 
equipment, water bottle, haversack. 
and tin hat. Every other worldly 
possession on this side of the world 
has been dumped. The physical 
strain. although great, was nothing 
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to compare with the mental. The 
feeling of utter hopelessness in * 
face “a overwhelming odds, 
pecially in the air. has i a great 
strain. But you will be glad to know | 
that it has all passed, and we are | 
back here for a spell and refitting, 

To get back to my story, Every. 
thing was going according to plan 
in Greece until the Huns started to 
send over planes by the hundreds. 
From April sixteenth until the end. 
we were continually bombed and 
machine-gunned. Every day was 
the same. and we got to hate the 
daylight. I cannot give you many 
details now. but will be able to 
some day when permitted. 

I think it was the twenty-second 
of April when we were ordered to 
move to the beach thirty miles west 
of Athens to evacuate. The trip 
down by road was a nightmare, as 
we had to stop frequently and make 
for cover in the fields. A friend of 
mine, Major Downey, ahead a bit 
in the column, was killed by ma- 
chine gun fire and seventeen oth- 
ers were wounded. It took us all 
day to do about sixty miles on one 
narrow road, which ran along the 
cliff face overlooking the sea. We 
found things very hot and saw two 
ships. one an oil tanker, being dive- 
bombed. They had no chance as 
fifteen machines came down on 
them one after another, and soon 
the tanker was ablaze making a 
huge ball of flame. 

Eventually we reached the al- 
lotted area and then. under orders, 
destroyed all our transport. We 
could not burn the cars and trucks 
as that would be inviting trouble 
from the air. Beyond draining oil 
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left, Major Skinner, Colonel Finnie, 
Forces (Dental Corps). 


from the tanks, letting the engines 
so flat out, and destroying the bat- 
tries and tires, nothing else could 
be done. We took shelter in a wood 
overnight and all the next day. We 
had to shift up into the hills keep- 
ing under cover from the planes, 
which kept up a constant search. 
Up the road about a mile, they 
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and Captain White of the Australian Imperial 


found a convoy of mules (about 
1000) and the slaughter was be- 
yond description. 

We were to have been taken off 
to a ship on the nights of the twen- 
ty-fourth and twenty-fifth of April, 
but learned later that she had been 
bombed and sunk on the way. This 
meant that we had to make our way 
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by the best possible means about 
sixty miles to the south where more 
evacuations were to take place. | 
sot my men packed into a lorry 
and left with a few other officers 
about 3 a. m. on Anzac Day. 


Attacked by Planes 


We got over the Corinthian 
Canal before the bridge was blown 
up, and just before dawn took 
shelter in a field of oats. It seemed 
a good spot, but when the sun came 
up the heat was intolerable. Then 
over came the planes in droves, 
and we found we were in the mid- 
dle of an anti-aircraft battery, 
which was concealed in the oats. 
The Hun was trying his best to 
wipe out the “ack ack” by bomb- 
ing and machine gunning, and we 
came in for their share as well. By 
mid-day the heat was so great and 
the position so intolerable and un- 
safe that we crawled away and hid 
in a ditch until nightfall, about 
8:30 p. m. We then got a lift into 
Argos and out to the Napthion 
where there was a big batch of 
troops, British and Australian, 
awaiting the transport. Unfortu- 
nately one of the transports had run 
aground and had been set on fire by 
bombs. The port could not be used 
in daytime, so we had to shelter 
again, this time in an old Greek 
dugout. We did not get much peace 
next day and only had snatches of 
sleep. All this time we were eating 
cold bully beef and biscuits and 
water. All night on April twenty- 
sixth as soon as it was dark we 
marched about eight miles across 
the hills to a beach where embarka- 
tion took place on to a cruiser. A 
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lighter was being used. but before 
our turn came the wind got up and 


made embarkation slow and in- 


creasingly difficult. 

Time went on and our tum 
came about 4 o'clock in the morn. 
ing. We had to wade out over oy; 
middle to the barge, and eventualh 
set out but found the cruiser had 
been forced to clear off before dawn 
broke. The barge was powered by 
Diesel engines, and we went down 
the coast about ten miles and hid in 
a cove when daylight came. There 
were about 400 troops, and we all 
landed and hid among the trees, 
The barge was run up on the beach 
and looked as though it had been 
wrecked. This I suppose saved it 
from bombing, as planes flew over 
us all day and, beyond machine 
gunning the trees for luck, left the 
barge alone. Another day of hid- 
ing, but we managed to get some 
bread and goat’s milk from a vil- 
lage, also boiled eggs. The suppl 
was scanty, but a change from the 
tinned meat and biscuits. We also 
had an opportunity to dry out our 
clothes. By this time I only had 
what I stood up in plus my webbing 
equipment. I had no towel and 
soap but, fortunately, had my ra- 
zor. 

When night came we all collected 
on the beach. The barge was ter- 
ribly overcrowded so two ofhicers 
and myself with sixteen men cap- 
tured a Greek fishing schooner of 
about fifty tons and decided to fol- 
low the barge down the coast to a 
new landing beach. Unfortunately 
our engine was not powerful 
enough to get out against the wind 
and choppy sea, so we had to an-

chor and wait until about two hours 
before dawn when we pushed south, 
and anchored in a cove on a small 
island. I stayed on board with two 
men to guard the ship while the 
others went on shore to shelter, tak- 
ing the Greek captain and the crew 
of two ashore under guard so that 
they could not escape. It was a full 
day. 

Just out from the Island a small 
Greek steamer was drifting about 
with engine trouble. It was loaded 
with Greek refugees and some Aus- 
tralian and New Zealand soldiers. 
It did not last long as over came 
the Huns and soon sank it. Our 
gang of sixteen men was a mixed 
lot, two Englishmen, one Cyprian, 
and a couple of New Zealanders, 
and the rest Australian machine 
gunners and infantry men. We 
were all armed and had a Vickers 
gun, a Lewis and a Bren. We could 


do nothing about the aircraft, as to 
fire on them would have been sui- 
cide. However, when the Greek 
steamer was sunk the two New Zea- 
land men commandeered a Greek 
launch and went out and rescued as 
many as possible. This was a brave 
act as the Hun scout planes came 
over and machine-gunned the peo- 
ple in the water, and so increased 
the already large death toll. 

As many survivors as possible 
were landed on the Island. Then, 
later in the afternoon, some Greek 
fishermen went out and brought in 
more. The scenes on shore were 
terrible as quite a few were wound- 
ed and they all wanted to come with 
us to Crete. Our men disarmed the 
Greeks and herded them into a 
group and gave them what food 
we could spare. Across the bay was 
a Greek village where they were go- 
ing to be sent by us, but that did 
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March, 1942 
wt suit them. All day planes kept 
oming over and we, on the boat, 
dto hide away as we would have 
in sunk at once if the Huns had 
aspected our presence. Just at 
yk three scouts Came over low, 
yd few around and around the 
lat about mast level and had a 
»od look. All this time I was flat 
. my belly underneath an old sail, 
apecting the end at any time. 
Then it started to get dark, we 
wmmenced to bring back the Aus- 
valian and New Zealand soldiers, 
sho had been rescued from the wa- 
ler. Altogether we got about forty- 
fve and succeeded in getting the 
rst of our gang aboard. We also 
wllected the engineer from the 
Sreek steamer and a cabin boy who 
vas a Greek-American and an ex- 
wllent interpreter. We shared as 
much food as possible and set out 
down the coast sheltering again, 
when possible, as dawn broke. For- 
tunately the planes flew high that 
jay, and we were not spotted. 
When darkness came we set off on 
acourse to Minovasis and then set 
out to make for Crete. At about 4 
i,m. we saw a dim shape of a war- 
ship and signalled with a torch 
that we were British soldiers. You 
can imagine the joy we felt when 
she replied to us to come alongside. 
We quickly awakened the crowd. 
who were underneath in the dingy 
hold. The Greek skipper got a bit 
panicky and managed to run in 
front of the destroyer, which gave 
us a terrible whack near the nose. 
but only did superficial damage. 
luckily the destroyer swung us 
alongside, and we piled all of our 
gang on board taking all the arms 
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and ammunition and leaving the 
Greek and his crew to come on to 
Crete or go back home, as they 
chose. We had no sympathy what- 
ever for him as his boat had been 
chartered by the British Admiralty 
to do rescue work and he was funk- 
ing the job. He had been well paid 
and was to receive more and, if he 
lost his ship, would have gotten 
1000 pounds Sterling, so we did not 
owe him anything. It was simply 
marvelous to get on board the 
British destroyer H.M.S. Griffin. 

All evacuation work had long 
ceased and she was just patrolling 
about on the off chance of picking 
up people such as us. The decks 
were covered with troops (about 
700) who had been picked up dur- 
ing the night, we being the last. God 
only knows how we managed to 
bump into her. We were taken be- 
low and given bowls of steaming 
cocoa and toast. In our half-starved 
condition, this was just heaven. As 
the ship had to get as far away 
from Greece as possible before 
dawn, all speed was put on. 

At last we dashed into the har- 
bor at Crete alongside a transport, 
which we boarded, and almost im- 
mediately we set off for Alexan- 
dria. The Navy looked after us so 
well that we did not like leaving 
the destroyer. However, on the 
troop ship, which was loaded with 
about 3000 altogether, although 
only a small vessel, | met Captain 
McKenzie who was doing duty as a 
transport medical officer. He wept 
when he saw me in such a condi- 
tion—eight of my upper teeth had 
been knocked out by a German 
parachutist, who used the butt of 
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his gun on me on a beach in Greece. 
Captain McKenzie put me into his 
bed and fed me on soup. However, 
I could not sleep at once. Condi- 
tions were pretty terrible because 
of the over-crowding, but the 
troops were marvelous and lay out 
in the sun resting. There were am- 
ple supplies of bully beef and bis- 
cuits and tea, and people seemed 
to be eating all day. It was a long. 
slow trip, not without danger from 
the air and sea, but we had a mar- 
velous escort and felt safe. | 
shared the cabin floor with several 
others, and gradually settled down 
to a steady sleep. Two of our con- 
voy were diverted to Port Said, 
and when I| landed I bumped into 
Bill Bruce, late transport ofhcer of 
the First Field Ambulance. He 


took compassion on me and drove 
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me down to Australian General 
Headquarters, where I sheltered 
for the afternoon among old 
friends. and went on by train to 
Alexandria and reported to ALF 
Headquarters. They kept me there 
two days, and then John Down and 
| came up here, where I am resting 
at present in the bosom of my old 
family. The people on the harge 
got through well, and thought od 
had been taken prisoners of war or 
sunk. Everybody had given us up, 

I have in front of me three pre- 
cious tins. 1. Bully beef. 2. Stew. 
3. Chocolate, emergency ration. | 
carried them for a fortnight or 
more, determined never to open 
them until desperate. I am going 
to send them home to you to keep 
for me. When I get back we will 
have a thanksgiving feast,

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TARE A TAX LOOK! 


by Olver eS Johnson 


A warning to dentists: Because all uncollected accounts fall due 
at the time of a dentist's death, they are subject to income tax. 


Most PROFESSIONAL men_ keep 
their books or accounting system 
on a cash basis and pay taxes on the 
basis of cash actually received dur- 
ing the year. The other method is 
an accrual basis, whereby all ac- 
counts, whether collected or not. 
are reported as income in the year 
in which work or service was per- 
formed. The United States Su- 


preme Court has just handed down 
a decision in the case of Helvering 
vs. Enright, and also in the case of 
the Internal Revenue Department 
vs. Pfaff, wherein they hold that all 
uncollected accounts, pending on 
the books at the time of the decease 
of a professional man who paid his 
taxes on a cash basis. are earned 
income in the year of his death. 
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ance the bills definitely fall due at 





hat time. 
This means that income tax in 


he year of death may be many 
fimes greater than the income tax 
at a man has had to pay any pre- 
ous year during his lifetime. The 
ase, referred to here, was a pro- 
tssional man who had normally 
~med between $5000.00 and 
(5000.00 per year, but who carried 
on his books $40,000.00 of ac- 
‘unts at the time of his decease. 
He had earned during the calendar 
year up to the time of his death 
9900.00. The Internal Revenue 
Bureau held that his income in the 
var of his death was $42,900.00, 
md assessed an income tax on that 
basis. This decision was upheld by 
he United States Supreme Court. 
You may ask why the executor 
if the estate cannot charge off the 
bad accounts before he reports the 
amount outstanding. The answer 
gems to be that the burden of 
proof that the accounts are uncol- 
letible falls squarely on his shoul- 
(ers, and he doesn’t know the peo- 
ple personally. If he charges off as 
uncollectible a good account he is 
rsponsible to the heirs for such 
reduction in the estate. 

From this it is obvious that some 
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accounting method of regularly 
charging off bad accounts should 
be established during the lifetime 
of the professional man. 

Insurance men are giving a valu- 
able service in calling this decision 
to the attention of professional men 
and offering to revise their insur- 
ance set-up in order to include suf- 
ficient funds, payable in cash in the 
year of the death of the individual, 
to take care of these unexpected 
cash requirements. Many times, it 
is better to acquire a special con- 
tract for tax purposes than it is to 
take a chance on upsetting a com- 
plete financial income program for 
one’s beneficiaries. At least, all in- 
come programs should be estab- 
lished in the light of these current 
conditions. 

Any contracts used for tax pur- 
poses should be sufficiently flexible 
in nature so that, if cash is on hand 
from other earnings at the time of 
the decease of the dentist, the life 
insurance contract originally in- 
tended for that purpose can be con- 
verted to an annuity for the bene- 
ficiary. Such flexibility does exist 
in contracts of certain life insur- 
ance companies.

This is a new department to be conducted by a 
trained economist. Dentists are encouraged to ad- 
dress Peter T. Swanish, Ph.D., and ask for authori- 
tative advice on their economic and business prob- 
lems, similar to the way they have, for years, sought 
counsel from the Ask Oral Hygiene department. 


DENTISTS ARE concerned that a ma- 
jor operation on the constitution 
of governmental institutions look- 
ing toward federalization not be 
undertaken, unless we are sure that 
our diagnosis gives us a “go” sig- 
nal. If and when health insurance 


gets a “go” signal, dentists will. 


find, in the experience we have had 
in this country with state-federal 
administration of unemployment 
insurance. some valuable guides in 
working out an administrative set- 
up that will keep their interest as a 
profession in the foreground rather 
than on the side-lines. 

The state-federal system of un- 
employment compensation admin- 
istration is threatened with com- 
plete federalization. What is the 
system and why is it threatened? 
Who favors federalization and who 
opposes it? Where is the public in- 
terest in the whole picture? Is the 
public. and the dentist as a part of 
it. to be a guinea-pig for groups 
that have an axe to grind? 


On the money side, the less 
spent for administration, the less 
tax-money needed to keep any gov- 
ernmental program in action. The 
less of the national income taken 
by taxation, the more there will be 
left for the means of life, including 
dental services.

The System 


In the first place, under this 
state-federal relationship, the fed- 
eral government supplies all of the 
money spent for the administration 
of unemployment compensation 
and almost all of the monies spent 
for the operation of state employ- 
ment offices throughout the United 
States. To get funds for adminis- 
tration. states must meet certain 
standards that are mentioned, but 
which are not spelled out in detail. 
in Title III of the federal Social 
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PRESSURE GROUPS 
CONSIDER FEDERALIZATION 


The American Association for Social Security opposes 
federalization, because such a change would not root out 
the basic defects in the present unemployment insurance 
program. 

Press sentiment varies accordingly as the particular pa- 
per favors or disapproves the administration in Washing- 
ton or in the state. 

The millions of workers covered under the program 
are chiefly concerned with the benefit check, its size, the 
duration of its weekly appearance, not whether it is turned 
out by a person on the federal or state payroll. 

The C. I. O. favors federalization. The executive council 
of the American Federation of Labor recently recom- 
mended that “Congress amend the Social Security Act to 
provide for a single pooled fund out of which payments for 
unemployment compensation . . . will be made... ” 

The Social Security Board insists upon the introduction 
of federal minimum benefit standards in all state laws. 

The Office of Production Management has asked for the 
federalization of state-administered employment services 
on the ground that states are unable to meet the demands 
made upon them in the mobilization of labor for national 


defense.

Errors In System 


Without overuse of language. it 
can be said that the existing ar- 
rangement is more of a mess than 
itis a system. It runs roughshod 
over all principles of administra- 
tion. It divides authority and re-

sponsibility. The Social Security 
Board. holder of the purse-strings, 
wields the authority but leaves the 
responsibility to state administra- 
tion. 

The whole setup reeks with dup- 
lication of effort: Thus, fifty-one 
states and territories collect 2.7 per 
cent and the federal treasury three- 
tenths of one per cent of the same 
tax. Fifty-one separate legal, re- 
search, informational, training, 
personnel and fiscal organizations 
constitute the cogs in the cumber- 
some and expensive machinery. 
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which finds jobs, collects money, 
and pays unemployment insurance 
benefits to workers. Maximum 
utilization of technical services is, 
therefore. impossible. 

The roots of stiff bureaucracy 
sink down deep into the system. 
What is policy and what is law in 
the relations between the federal 
Social Security Board and _ the 
states has never been defined. The 
states feel that the Social Security 
Board exercises more power than 
Congress intended to vest in the 
Board. They complain that the 
Board has used legal conformity 
as a bogey to frighten states into 
accepting federal views in matters 
which were more a subject of state 
discretion. In such a hothouse, fric- 
tion thrives abundantly. 

Last, but most important of all, 
is the lack of agreement between 
federal authorities and states as to 
objectives. Dentists will find a valu- 
able hint here. In any consideration 
of health insurance, the dental pro- 
fession should insist upon a rigid 
definition of purpose, and once the 
objectives are written into law, they 
should see to it that safeguards of 
such objectives are set up, lest 
zealous administrators and over- 
zealous pressure groups turn the 
program into something it was 
never intended to be.

Unemployment Insurance

enough for that.

The largest mass experiment in governmentally-subsidized dental care 
vill be attempted under the rehabilitation program. Representatives of 
the American Dental Association have constantly emphasized that young 
men were rejected for military service not “because of dental defects” 
but “because of failure to meet the dental standards.” The idea of defec- 
tiveness casts a shadow of opprobrium on the rejectee and upon the 
profession. The emphasis on high dental standards is more accurate and 
descriptive and without taint. 

Dental rehabilitation must be done by private practitioners working 
in their own offices. The dental clinic is not the answer. These private 
practitioners should operate on a contract basis with the federal govern- 
ment as was done by the Veteran’s Administration after the last war. 
To set up special dental clinics would be wasteful, extravagant. and in- 
efficient. ) 

There will be a lot of loose talk by uninformed people about rehabilita- 
lion programs. The safest course for all of us to follow is that being 
charted by the American Dental Association. This organization can be 
depended on to protect the interests of the young men who are being 
served, to protect the government from inefficient and costly methods. 
and to protect the profession by emphasizing the preservation of private 


practice and free choice.

THIS IS NOT THE END 

ONE OF THESE days the most far-reaching experiment in simon-pure 
State medicine in the United States will be under way. Rehabilitatioy 
of draftees, who have remediable physical defects, is entirely desirable 
So, too, is any method for supplying adequate medical care for all the 
American people. Anything that improves physical well-being js ap 
unmitigated good. A few short years ago some of the self-anointed lead. 
ers in dentistry, and more in medicine, were pointing out that any 
method of supplying medical care, except under the traditional system 
of private practice was “communism and socialism. exciting to revolu- 
tion.” Events of the last few years—the passage of the Social Securit 
legislation, the recommendations of the National Health Conference. the 
present program for rehabilitation—have outmoded the views of the 
reactionaries. We are moving swiftly on our way toward the socialization 
of medicine (whatever that means) and a few voices up-lifted along the 
way are needed. We cannot accept the Tennysonian edict, “Theirs not 
to reason why, theirs but to do and die.” So long as we have freedom 
of discussion we must use the light of analysis and interpretation and 
make every effort to discover and commend the good in human institu- 
tions and to expose and condemn the bad. 

According to the present rehabilitation plan the physical defects 
that are to be remedied are those that can be treated within a reasonable 
time and at a reasonable cost. The registrant will be given a restricted 
freedom of choice in the “selection of the physician, dentist, or facility.” 
Mark the word “facility.” It is important. It provides the following: 
“Tf the Director of Selective Service determines that the facilities of any de- 
partment, bureau, or agency of the Government of the United States 
should be used in rehabilitating the registrants in any community, such 
facility shall be used to the extent that the Director of Selective Service 
may direct.”'—So the first thing we have lost almost before we have be: 
gun is the principle of free choice. 

You can be certain that the registrant will not be asked to make the 
choice as to whether he will or will not care to have the defect corrected. 
There would be too many answers in the negative. The registrant is first 
given the chance to have the treatment performed in his own community 
by a physician or dentist that he may select, within the restricted freedom

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{ choice provided. In case he refuses or fails to have a defect remedied 
Ai defects may be waived and in such event he will be subject to induc- 
wn into the armed forces.” This is the heavy club of compulsion. Any 
sluntary system would be sure to fail. A compulsory method is necessary. 
Tecan be pretty certain, however, that persons driven to us by the force 
{a compulsory edict will not make cooperative and friendly patients. 
Tecan expect more than a little trouble from this group and what we 
lect in established fees from the government will be doubly earned. 
The Selective Service regulations that provide for physical rehabilita- 
jon are not explicit regarding the manner of providing the physician, 
lentist, and facilities. It appears that the national director prepares the 
ist, the state director maintains the list, and the local boards are fur- 
sished with the records by the state director. It is not clear whether the 
unel is prepared after application by dentists and physicians or whether 
ie list is first prepared in Washington and the cooperating members 
sked to accept. If the records are prepared in Washington entirely out- 
side the community in which the dentists and physicians are known best, 
ere are some inherent delays. Such a centralized method might result in 
he appearance of many names on the rolls entirely without honor or 
recognition in their home communities and, inversely, in the absence of 
names of pre-eminent practitioners. 
After the defects are corrected to the satisfaction of the local board 
ating “from the report of the examining physician or dentist or the 
medical advisory board,” the registrant proceeds for induction. Dentists 
erving on draft boards will be required to pass on the service rendered 
by colleagues. This regulation is entirely necessary to guarantee the proper 
quality of service, but some ill feeling is sure to be engendered. Under the 
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present plan dentists serving on local or medical advisory boards are per- 
mitted to accept patients for rehabilitation. This is entirely wrong and 
places these men in an unfavorable position. They will be accused of using 
their positions on draft boards to solicit patronage and will be further 
charged with accepting the most favorable cases for themselves. 

Although this experiment in State medicine may be the beginning, it is 
surely not the end. We have just begun to see the government entering the 


feld of health care.

AFTER FIFTY YEARS of dental prac- 
tice, one naturally forms conclu- 
sions. Here are some of mine—of- 
fered as a ten-point plan in the hope 
of helping you: 


1. Always be honest with your 
patient, and just to yourself. Peace 
of mind is worth more than dollars 
and cents. 

2. Early in your professional 
life learn to do well every phase of 
your professional work. This will 
be noticed by your patients and 
tend to make your services always 
in demand. 

3. Dentistry is both a profession 
and a business. Do not try to di- 


vorce them. Set a fair fee on every 


form of service. Let it be under- 
stood that you expect to be paid 
when your bill is rendered, or upon 
completion of your services. 

4. On your part, meet every as- 
sumed obligation promptly as 
agreed. Do without rather than be 
harassed by debt. To pay as you 
go tends to boost one’s credit as 
well as morale. 

5. “Cleanliness is next to God- 
liness’” someone has well said. Of 
all places and things the dentist’s 
person, instruments, and_ office 
should be scrupulously clean and 
in good taste. This applies also to 
one’s speech and personal con- 


tact.

6. Avoid controversies on reli- 
gion, politics, and like subjects 
while at the chair. You may be well- 
informed and right on many sub. 
jects, but you are sought out for 
your ability as a dentist, not your 
general information. Sell your sub: 
ject to your patient in the chair. 
You are a teacher in this branch 
of health service, and can help 
those coming to you for aid on this 
particular subject. 

7. The chair is no place to dis- 
cuss scandal or idle gossip; these 
things and dentistry do not mix to 
your advantage. Time is an item. 

&. A proficient secretary is an 
important part of a going dental 
practice. She is a third hand, and 
will more than pay her way. Select 
her most carefully. 

9. Our work, of necessity, keeps 
one indoors. Plan to spend some 
time in the open, and be sure to get 
sufficient sleep and relaxation. 

10. Keep full records of all serv- 
ices given. Collect systematically. 
Lay aside in a safe place a part of 
all the money that is earned when 
your earning-power is at its peak. 
Please be on your guard against 
get-rich-quick schemes. Old age 
will surely overtake you, and one’s 
material needs will still have to be 
met.

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Present Mobile Dental Clinic: 
{ mobile dental clinic has been pre- 
ented to the Canadian Dental Corps by 
Doctor Bennett R. Sidenberg on behalf 
if the Alpha Omega fraternity, which 
gs also inaugurated a campaign to buy 
nobile dental units for the armed forces 
of the United States. The presentation 
was made to Colonel F. M. Lott, Direc- 
wr of Dental Services for the Canadian 
\rmy, Navy and Air Force, in a cere- 
nony at the University of Toronto. Em- 
shasizing the international character of 
he gift, F. J. Conboy, Mayor of Toronto, 
who is also a dentist, said: “It symbol- 
ies the good will of the dental profes- 
sion of the United States and Canada, 


‘which is presented in a very tangible 


fashion.” 

In discussing the value of such mobile 
dental clinics recently, Colonel Lott 
pointed out that one of the dominant 
characteristics of the present war is 
movement. The original idea of the Ca- 
nadian Dental Corps was to bring den- 
tal treatment to the troops close to the 
line, but now it is apparent there may be 
no line, and continued movement might 
be necessary. Thus, mobile clinics were 
conceived—moving the operators, tech- 
nicians, assistants and orderlies, as well 
as all necessary equipment for an oper- 
ating room, X-ray examination and 
prosthetic laboratory service, directly to 
the field of action and necessity. 

The inside of the clinic, which was 
the gift of the Fraternity, is insulated 
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ews 


with cork and paneled with masonite. 
The floor is insulated with rubber and 
veneered with deep-red linoleum. Inside 
dimensions are 12 feet in length, 7% 
feet in width, and over 6 feet in height. 
The interior is heated by a gasoline unit 
with a fan for circulation purposes. In 
one of the lockers under the chassis is

How Dentists May Obtain De- 
ferment: Every effort has been ex- 
erted by the Preparedness Committee 
of the American Dental Association to 
prevent the indiscriminate induction of 
dentists into the Army as privates. This 
has not been done in a spirit of attempt- 
ing to assist any man to avoid service to 
his country, but rather to insure a full 
use of the limited dental resources of 
the country. 

Since the declaration of war, many 
local draft boards have shown an in- 
clination to draft dentists into the serv- 
ice without any thought as to the ne- 
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cessity for the conservation of the pro- 
fessional man power of the nation. 

Through the organization of the Pro- 
curement and Assignment Service, by 
order of President Roosevelt, a way has 
been provided to utilize in a proper man- 
ner the professional services in the na- 
tion. This Service is now undergoing 
organization, but time must be allowed 
for it to begin functioning effectively. 

Major Sam F. Seeley, Executive Of- 
ficer of the Procurement and Assign- 
ment Service Board, has recently indi- 
cated the steps, which should be taken 
to prevent induction of a dentist as a 
private and thus save the dentists for 
professional service after the Procure- 
ment and Assignment Service becomes 
operative: 

1. A dentist, who is classified in Class 
1A, should request deferment from in- 
duction on the basis of the formation of 
the Procurement and Assignment Serv- 
ice, an explanation of which will be 
found on page 2057 of the December, 
1941, issue and page 117 of the January, 
1942, issue of the Journal of the Ameri- 
can Dental Association. If this defer. 
ment is denied, then the dentist should 
utilize every agency for appeal, which 
is available under the existing law. 

2. If the appeal made to the local 
board is denied, the dentist should then 
direct a communication to the State Di- 
rector of Selective Service of the state 
in which the dentist is registered under

Protection of Civil Rights of 
Soldiers and Sailors: The Sol. 
diers’ and Sailors’ Civil Relief Act be- 
came a law October 17, 1940. 

Purpose: To free persons in military 
service from harassment and injury of 
civil rights during their term of mili- 
tary service. 

Period: In force until May 15, 1945, or 
six months after termination of the war. 

Provisions: Applies to persons on ac- 
tive duty with any branch of the Serv- 
ices or to those undergoing training or 
education under the supervision of the 
United States preilminary to induction 
into military service. In general, the 
law provides remedies in the form of 
suspension of proceedings and _ trans- 
actions during the time a person is in 
service only when, in the opinion of the 
court, such person’s opportunity and 
capacity to perform his civil obligations 
are impaired by reason of his being in 
military service. 

Procedure: Any action or proceeding 
in any court in which a person in mili- 
tary service is involved, as either plain- 
tiff or defendant, may be stayed by the 


court during the period of such service

No interest or penalty 
is payable for the period of deferment.

(.—Through the ASK ORAL HYGIENE 
partment I should appreciate your ad- 
ice on a case I have. 

The patient, a man, 55, was operated 
several years ago for carcinoma of the 
maxilla. In the course of the operation 
ill of the maxillary teeth posterior to the 
uspid on the left side were removed, 
Jong with the alveolar process, leaving 
ipermanent opening into the maxillary 
inus about 114 inches long and 4 inch 
vide. The left cuspid and the right first 
ind second bicuspids were left in the 
nouth. At that time I made him a par- 
tial denture with clasps on those teeth 
and a velum rubber obturator to close 
he opening into the sinus. The obturator 
proved to be too irritating, so | made a 
second case completely of hard vulcan- 
ite, and he has worn it ever since. 

Several days ago the cuspid on the 
eft side broke off below the gum-line, 
and as one of the bicuspids on the right 
ide has become loose also, the case will 
have to be remade. The other bicuspid 
is really only a root with a well-fitted 
ast-base Davis crown. It is still solidly 
attached. 

My problem is: Should I extract all 
three teeth and make a full upper den- 
lure, trying a velum rubber obturator 
again, or should I leave the one good 
bicuspid in place and put a clasp on it? 
I want to take advantage of every bit 
ofretention that I can, as there is a heavy 
band of scar tissue extending from the 
posterior border of the opening into the 
inus downward to the crest of the man- 
lible, in the region of the retromolar 
ssa, and this is going to make a tight 
veripheral seal almost impossible.—J. G.

A.—You have submitted a clear 
description and a good sketch of 
your cleft process case. It is a real 
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catastrophe for this patient to lose 
the left cuspid root, so no doubt 
you have made sure that there 
is no possibility of treating and fill- 
ing the root canal and restoring it 
to be used as an anchorage for the 
denture on that side with a cast 
post and crown base. If it is abso- 
lutely necessary to extract this last 
possible denture support on the left 
side, I would say that you had bet- 
ter extract the two bicuspids on the 
right side also and attempt to pro- 
vide anchorage for a full denture 
by securing a peripheral seal every- 
where but bucally and distally to 
the operation and perforation area. 
The denture should, of course, 
cover the perforation, but with no 
attempt to enter it or to secure a 
seal at the buccal or distal of the 
perforations. 

A beading should be provided, 
however, to join the post dam and 
buccal seal anterior to the perfora- 
tions so that air expelled through 
the antrum will not blow the den- 
ture down. It would seem to me 
much more difficult, if not quite 
impossible, for you to secure a seal 
and any suction whatever on the 
left side with just the one bicuspid 
retained on the right side. 

It will of course be necessary also 
to provide a balanced occlusion 
with all occlusal forces tending to 
seat rather than to dislodge the den- 
ture.—V. C. SMEDLEY.

Sensitive Tooth 


Q—I have always enjoyed your de- 
tment in OraL HycieENeE and several 
imes received helpful replies to my 
westions. 1 wonder if you have an 
answer to this? 

A woman, about 40, suffering from 
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uthritis, complains of severe pain in the 
wea of the upper left first molar. This 
min is present only when she eats or 
kes a hot or cold drink. There is no 
sain or discomfort otherwise. She says 
hey are sharp, shooting pains up into 
the tooth. 

This patient has a distal, occlusal alloy 
restoration and a mesio-occlusal gold 
inlay, both of which have been in place 
anumber of years. She has other gold 
and silver restorations on that side. 
Most of them have been in place for a 
number of years. There are no recent 
new restorations. This pain has been 
present for the last few months. 

I have examined her teeth for loose or 
leaky restorations. | have used Howe 
ilver nitrate, relieved any possible 
trauma, and used the Burton electrical 
tester, 

Her sinuses have been checked and 
ae pronounced negative. I am enclos- 
ing roentgenograms of that area and 
would appreciate any suggestions that 
may lead to an answer.—N. T. A., Min- 
hesota. 

A.—This is one of those baffling 
cases with which we all have to deal 
on occasion. 

You have pursued just the plan 
of treatment which I use, but | 
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would continue with it. I would 
again relieve the occlusion with 
particular attention to any possible 
tripping as the teeth pass from 
centric to eccentric and return. | 
would use the silver nitrate again 
and again. Then, if the pain per- 
sists, I would consider that the pulp 
is degenerating and would extract 
the tooth. There is enough calcifi- 
cation in the pulp to account in part 
at least, for the symptoms.— 
GEORGE R. WARNER. 


Erosion 


Q.—The restorations in this case, 
models of which I am sending you, 
originally set very well and the margins 
were flush with the teeth. The teeth now 
show a generalized erosion which leaves 
the restorations considerably above the 
level with the margins exposed. 

This patient states she is taking 135 
drops of 10 per cent hydrochloric acid 
in water a day. Other patients of mine, 
who are taking acid, do not show a simi- 
lar condition, and I cannot believe that 
the acid is to blame. You will notice the 
enamel is gone on the lingual of the an- 
terior teeth. This is not merely a mat- 
ter of occlusion, since the inlay on the 
right central has not been affected. The 
enamel is just about gone at the incisal 
on the labial surface of the centrals. 

I should appreciate any information 
you can give me about this condition.— 
R. W. K., Montana. 

A.—Occasionally we have a 
case in which there is a dissolution 
of enamel throughout the mouth, 
leaving restorations standing 
above the surrounding surface, 
without any apparent cause. We 
have one such case in the per- 
son of a young woman in her late 
twenties. But in the average case in 
which there is such loss of enamel. 
particularly if the anterior maxil- 
lary teeth are affected most serious- 
ly, it will be found that hydrochlor- 
ic acid is the cause.
